“This image is the real vol­ 
unteer’s nemesis; it is almost 
his greatest burden. 
He is 
quickly susceptible to it when 
he comes to the Peace Corps, 


and, often, as quickly disabused 
of it when he goes abroad.” 
It also was pointed out that 
the returned volunteers were 
alike in welcoming the half­ 
forgotten pleasures of ‘privacy 
and anonymity after two years 
in the goldfish bowl.’ But most 
of all they were alike in resists 
ing adjustment to anything they 
regarded as routine or unexcep­ 
tional; in their restlessness, and 
in the search for challenge and 
continuing 
involvement 
that 
they brought home with them. 
“For many volunteers, this 
resulted in a painful period of 
indecision about the future... ”

There is only one snail prob­ 
lem we can see in teaching by 
magic, and that is you must 
keep your mind on your incan­ 
tations and forget about every­ 
thing else. 
In that regard,

In our Patterson school days, 
that would have been unthink­ 
able.

"This is the mo't fundamental 
and far-reaching change rn the 
church's liturgical life in many 
centuries, and the response in 
this country as in others, vindi­ 
cates the wisdom of the council 
fathers rn ordering it."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Paul H. Douglas, a Northern 
liberal, says he helped a South­ 
erner. Sen. Russell B. Long, win 
the Job of assistant Democratic 
leader of the Senate because 
‘ we need an economic progres­ 
sive here ” 
“We've differed frequently in 
the past.” the white-thatched 
Illinois senator said in an inter­ 
view. But Douglas recalled that 
he and the Louisianan also had 
teamed up in many Senate bat­ 
tles. 
“lf this election had come last 
year during the fight over the 
broad civil rights bill, I could 
not have supported Sen. Long,"; 
Douglas said. 
He added that several other 
Democratic 
senators 
“whose 
views are closer to mine” could 
have had his support lf they had 
tried for the post vacated after 
Hubert H. Humphrey was elect 
ed vice president. 
“But Sen. Long is a man of 
character and his national atti­ 
tude on many issues will be rec­ 
ognized.” Douglas said 
Long w as elected assistant 
party leader by the 68 Senate 
Democrats Monday in a contest 
with Sens John O. Pastor* of 
Rhode Island and A. S. Mike 
Monroney of Oklahoma. 
Long, the son of the late Huey 
Long, and Douglas, a former 
economics professor and World 
War II Marine combat hero. 
entered the Senate within a few 
days of each other 17 years ago 
Long was 3u and Douglas 55. 
“We've always been close 
personal friends.” Douglas said 
"Any proposals to help the poor 
people have always touched a 
warm response from him.” 
Although they were in oppo­ 
site camps In the long Senate 
battles over civil rights legisla­ 
tion. Douglas said “last ses­ 
sions thorough bill covers about 
all the civil rights legislation 
needed.” 
Douglas said that he and Long 
often stood together in favor of 
liberal competition in business 
and industry, against monopoly 
and for protection of the public 
on patents and inventions devel­ 
oped with public funds. 
“Sen. Long is sympathetic to 
most health and social legisla­ 
tion.” he added. "As a Senate 
conferee last year on the health 
care program under Social Se­ 
curity. he helped prevent a de­ 
feat of that principle in the Sen­ 
ate-House conference.” 
Douglas said he agreed with 
Long that election of a Souther-! 
ner to the important Senate post] 
finally marks the end of the Civ-i 
ii War. 
“The thing that, has prolonged ] 
the Civil War has been the 
abuse of the Negroes by some 
Southerners.” he said. “I al­ 
ways maintained that effective 
civil rights legislation would 
liberate Southerners from their ( 
self-imposed chains."
